MORS MAPS 

Tie first shipment of maps is about to 
be distributed. Meanwhile, there are 2 
more days to get in on the second order, 
which closes T..ursday, May 11. See pre- 
vious Yodelers for recommended inaps and 
‘prices. 

Everyone has a pet method of folding 
maps, but there is only one right way -- 
the Yodeler way. Trim the quadrangle 
margins down to a minimum, and fold the 
standard sheets into threo egual vertical 
portions (two folds) face out. Fold the 
resulting strip (now one-third the width 
of the original) accordion style, each 
fold about 3 inches wide. The main ad- 
vantages are that: the map will fit a 
shirt pocket, and two-thirds of it may 
be read without opening the cntire map. 
Being folded face ‘out, it will of .course 
become soiled’ on the outside; however, it 
won't crack go soon on the folds, and new 
maps cost only 6¢... They may be read and 
used much casicr with this method than 
with any other. The Yodeler sot the idea 
from its editor who got it from Dick

In a recent issue of the "yodelor" 
Richard M. Leonard discusses the piton 
situation, pointing out that pitons are 
expensive and inconvenient to ore 
from Germany and suggesting that ° 
American source of manufacture be eet: 
oped, principally for vertical pitons. 


The advisability of substituting verti- 
cal. for horizontal pitons, as proposed by 
Leonard, seems questionable to me. The 


SUBE -estion appears to raise both practical 


and theoretical objections. -In the first 
place, a very great, number of cracks are 
unsuited for taking vertical pitons be- 
cause one edge is higher than the other 
edge, Thus,

usually impossible to insert a carabiner 
since the eye itself will lie against the 
wall of the upper edge of the crack.

Secondly, if only vertical pitons are 
used, it will usually be very difficult

After considerable correspondence Bestor 
Robinson has located the best waterproof 
material so far. The material is a 
Neoprene-(artificial rubber) impregnated 
cloth, weighing less than 4 0z. per yard, 
$6 inches wide, free of a11. objectionable 
odors, absolutely waterproof, ‘strong, dur= 
able, end costing about $1.05 per yard 
(compared to $5 per yard for materials 
that have been used previously. The 
Yodeler is not able to handle so compli- 
cated a pool shipment, but has negotiated 
with the Ski Hut, Bancroft at Télegraph 
in Berkeley, who will handle the material 
for a minimum brokerage. 


The Yodeler strongly recommends this 
combination == a down bag and a Robinson 
tent-cover -- as the ideal combination 
for all who want the lightest and most 
efficient in sleeping equipment (and the 
Yodeler gets no cut). Since summer is 
almost here, readers are urged to con- 
tact the Ski Hut as soon as possible so 
that sufficient material can be ordered 
from the East. The price of $1.05 is 
not certain, but should be close. The 
Ski Hut should know by the time you are 
reading this.
